Tiberius was a drunkard. After 
becoming emperor of Rome. he was 
intoxicated so often that his army 
nicknamed him Biberius, meaning 
“tippler.”’ 

Sardanapolis, last "king of the As- 
syrians, would not only get drunk 
hut wouldom. 100 or more of 
the female beauties of his eourt get 
as full as he did. The royal spree 
was a great sight with women lying 
on the floor in varivus stages of in- 
toxication. 

The excesses of the Persians gra- 
dually affected Greece. The Romans 


imitated the Greeks, and carried 
over indulgence to an extreme never 
equalled. Glut‘ony and_ intemper. 


ance reigned, and huge fortunes were 
spent in single renasts. Of the many 
feasts given by Vitellius not one cost 
less than $1,500 and his reign was 
almost a continuous debauch. Com- 
modus was a notorious drunkard, and 
Septimus Severus was not much bet 
ter, 

When Heliogabalus ascended the 
throne he had a man whose special 
task was to record the orgies. Forty. 
courses a day. were served at his 
feasts, each one of which cost not less 
than $10,000. He gave fortunes to 
inventors of new drinks. , 

Apicius spent $3,000,000 on rare 
wines and dishes. He went over his 
books one day and found that he had 
but $300,000 left. Rather than live on 
such a pit-ance he stepped out into 
the backyard and killed himself. 

Many of the famous. drunkards 
drank $500,000 worth of wine at a 
single meal. At a luncheon given 
to Cicero and Pompey by Lucullus 
$5,000 worth of wine was consumed 
by the three.

ERVES” are quite as perni- 
cious an influence in the 
household as microbes, It is 
Unfortunate that, unlike mi- 

crobes, “nerves” cannot be boiled, fu- 
migated or killed by antiseptics, It is | 
true that fresh air, sunlight, exercise | 
and simple diet are natural enemies 
of “nerves,” as they are of microbes, 
but these remedies require time and 
the enforcement of a discipline which 
it is difficult to attain in a “nervous” 
household, and so it is regrettable that 
we cunnot treat these pesky nerves 
as we do diphtheria germs iand drive 
them from the home atmosphere with 
formaldehyde yas. 


Prevalence of Nervous Diseases. 

There is reason to believe that un- 
der the strain of modern conditions 
nervous disease is claiming an increas. | 
ing number of victims. This belief 
derives little support from census re- 
turns or vital statistics in the large | 
cities, if such statistics are taken at | 
their fave value, without close unaly- 
sis. The bald tigures show a murked 
decline in the death rate from nervous 
diseuse during recent years. But on 
digging beneath the surface we find 
that much of the decrease is due to 
the saving of iufant lives from death | 
by “convulsions,” a cause of death re- | 
ported, under “nervous diseases.” On 
going still further and ascertaining | 
‘what changes have occurred in the | 
mortality from degenerative diseases 
of the heart, arteries and kidneys, mal- 
adies lurgely cuused by nerve strain 
and abuse of the nervous system, we 
find that during the past thirty years 
the mortality from these diseases: in 
the United States registration area has 
increased 105 per cent, 

The question naturally arises, Is 
this excessive mortality, falling chief- 
ly among the middle aged and elderly,

The 
bervous child must not be asked to 
compete either physically or mentally 
with more fortunately endowed chil- 
dren. The very principle of “compe 
tition” should be excluded from the 


home and school life and the principle | 


of “training” substituted. Work and 
play for their own sake is a higher 
ideal than the mere desire to “beat the 
other fellow.” 

The habit of early retiring should be 


especially enforced with nervous chil- - 


dren. Excitement in the evening home 
should be avoided and the child en- 
couraged to seek its rest while in a 
normal, sleepy condition instead of in 
a state of bigh tension from romping 
or the reading of exciting tales. 


Dangers of School Strain. 

A clear brain and a sound hervous 
system are far more valuable posses- 
sions than a highly cultivated mind 
and a shuttered nervous system.

liams, of British Columbia, who! has 
just returned from a short tour 
through Lillooet, is authority for the 
etatement ‘that the it season has 
been an exceptionally good one for 
game of all varieties, and that in- 
stead of showing signs of exhaustion, 
the big game. of British Columbia, 
are really on the increase. And this 
despite the fact that all the many 
distinguished hunters who visited the 
province during the past season re- 
turned to their homes deliehted with 
the fine trophies secured. There were 
many of such hunters in the field, 
and all had rare good luck, During 
Mr. Brvan Williams’ own stay of 
eleven days in Lillooet, he counted 
no fewer than 160 head of mountain 
sheep and deer. The former are sup- 
posed to have belonged to a band cf 
about 160 frequenting the locality, 
and which are multiplying rapidly— 
the Montana brown sheep or common 


big horn. Mr. Honeyman, one of this 
season's big game hunters from 
abroad, reported sighting 87 sheep 


and 2 deer in a single day. while he 
himself secured the limit of two 
sheep, two goate and two deer, all 
anlendid trophies, in the short space 
of eight davs. 

For the further protection of. the 
game, the Government has just adopt- 
ed orders-in-council establishing three 
reserves, or rather enlargihg two ex- 
isting game reserves and_ formally 
creating as a game reserve the large 
tract in East Kootenay that for some 
time past has been operated as such 
by successive orders-in-council pre- 
scribing annual closed seasons there- 
in. To the Talakom (Lillooet)  re- 
serve annroximately eight miles have 


| been added, the reserve now taking 


in the entire valley of the north fork 
of Bridge river and being decided 
upon for the particular benefit of the 
beaver, which are at present there in 
numbers and of exceptional size. The 
new Fort George reserve lies between 
the north and the south fork of the 
Fraser river, with an approximate 
length of from 60 to 70 miles an‘ 
breadth of between 30 and 40. This 
is a great moose country, containing 
also some lordly caribou and many 
mountain goats. 

The East Kootenay (Rocky Moun. 
tain) reserve is now established as a 
regulation gamA& preserve of approvi- 
mately 2.000 square miles area. Th» 
game herein has been well protected 
during the past. two seasons by pre- 
scribed closed seasons, and the 
waniti now range the foothills in 
lordly bands. They are larger and 
finer animals than the Vancouver is- 
land wapiti, and are now becoming 89 
numerous that by next season it is 
hoped that protection may he for # 
short period withdrawn and the hunt- 
ers obtain a chance to secure some 
exceptional trophies. 

The difficulty -in aeceding to the 
several requests that have been made 
for an earlier open season for the 
Kootenay wapiti is found in the fear 
that an intesh of hunatersewculdraat 
eur y? -promiscuous. slaughter fol- 
low, Whereas if the sportsmen would 
but discriminate and pick off only 
the old bulls, good instead of harm 
would really result. The feed condi- 
tions and the climate in this district 
are ideal for the game, and there are 
no predatory wolves to work destruc 
‘on amone the deer herds as on 
Vancouver island, the result being 
that the Kootenay wapiti have great- 
ly increased in numbers during the 
past few years.

ANIMAL HEROES. 


Ernest Thompson Seton Appeals for 
Western Brutes. 


Ernest Thompson Seton, the famous 
Canadian naturalist, author, and lec- 
turer, spoke in Winnipeg recently 
on “Animal Minds and Heroes.” 

Defining a hero as one endowed 
with unusual gifts, and striking a 
happy medium between the extreme 
theories, one of which claims that an 
animal’s mind is but a bundle of 
inherited instincts, and its opposite, 
which holds that animals have as 
man inherited instinct coupled with 
reason. Mr. Seton said that his pur- 


pose in portraying wonderful indi- | 


vidual animals was to show to what 
height an animal could rise and yet 
belong to the same species. ‘“Ani- 
mals,” said the speaker, “differ from 
man not in kind but in degree, and 
among animals the one which has 
painted a more variegated page on 
human history perhaps than any 
ather js the wolf,” e said that 
records. of at least fifty of these 
heroes of their kind had been pre- 
served. Mr. Seton related the story 
of one le Bete, the giant wolf who for 
four years terrorized France and was 


not captured until an army of 40,000 | 


men was set on his trail, and then 
only after a weary struggle lasting 
six weeks. 

The skin of this wolf was presented 
to King Lovis, and was destroved in 
the fire at the Tuilleries in 1871. 

Mr. Seton contrasted with this 
reign of terror the attitude of the 
modern wolf, educated through gun- 
powder to respect man. He said 
that the same change had come to 
pass in the relations of man with 
other animals, notably the grizzly 
bear, who now flees from even the 
scent of man. 

Coming to the story of the wolf 
war of 1885-6-7, Mr. Seton said hefere 
that time the grey wolf had. finding 
its prey the buffalo vanished, be- 
come a menace to the cattle on the 


ranges. The bounty of $5 temnted 
many cowboys, the unsuspicious 
wolves were easy victims of the 


poison and trap, and in those three 


years fully 100,000 of the animals 
were killed. Mr. Seton himself was 
one of the band of wolvers, and he 
told of the cunning which finally 


made the hunted remnant in the foot- 
hills too wary to be easily caught. 
Those who had not beén taught frem 
experience, were taught by their fel- 
lows, who had learned to keep away 
from man, from poison, and from 
traps, and Mr. Seton said that this 
accounted for the fact that the cattle 
country in which 2% years ago the 
wolf was practically exterminated. 
was again gradually filling up, the 
wolves no longer, however, being a 
menace to man. 

Speaking of the theory of language 
among animals, the lecturer gave 
the three calls whose meaning he hed 
recognized among the wolves, the 
long smooth rallying cry, the hunting 
ery exactly like that of a pack of 
hounds on the scent, and the savage 
exultant ery when the prey has been 
captured. 

Mr. Seton had with him a remark- 
able series of views, some of animals 
taken by the flashlight system and 
some of trees in the west. Most in- 
teresting of these latter was the 
photo of the tree which by the marks 
of the claws in the bark told the story 
of Wab’s chase of the black bear. 
Another was of the sulphur pool 
where the grizzly hero took his baths 
and still another was of the canyon 
into which Wab wandered and died 
overcome by the poisonous gases. 
Mr. Seton remarked that the curious 
part of this familiar story of Wab 
was that the very parts to which his 
critics took the most serious objec- 
tions were the parts for which he had 
proofs. 

Mr. Seton closed with an appeal for 
the protection and preservation of 
these animal Napoleons who never 
leave their Waterloo, but die fighting.
